of which, this one Tree became firſt divided in- 
to two contrary Branches, as it happened in 
the Old Teſtament, 

37. For the firſt and ſecond Spirit moſtly 
joyning it ſelf with the fourth, and the third 
with the fifth, have produced two Capital 
Sets, and together with thoſe two, innumera- 
ble others, which at length, by means of the 
ſixth Spirit, ſhall be either brought to one 
Sheep-fold in the ſeventh Spirit, op elſe be ut- 
ter'y rooted out, Bur which are thoſe ſeven 
Spirits of which you here ſpeak? ( for I per- 
ceive youll ask this Queſtion.) They are the ſe- 
ven Spirits which are before the Throne of God, 
proceeding from God by an Eternal Emanation, 
whoſe properties are moſt clearly to b&Efxen in 
theſe ſeven laſt Plagues, inſomuch as t 
abundantly reveal the Signature of We? 
Reformation paſt, preſent, and ro comgs 
inlightened Sons of God: concerning We 
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have already read ſomething revealed” 
fore-going Application of the feven Pp 
Mans Life, and will read more in that which! 
follows. 

38. The Swirzers, and many dwelling about 
the Rhine, followed Zainghinys, whereas Enther's| 
Doctrine took moſt in Saxozy, with his own 
Countreymen ; and Zmingligs conferring with 
Luth 


Luther at Marparg, but not agreeing , becauſe 
Luther tqok thoſe words, This is my Body , tobe 
underſtood Corporally and Really ; but Zumnglins 
Significatively,atpartingthey promiſed to bear with 
one another in mytual Charity, without com- 
ing to any thorow Union and Agreement. 

39. This was the Spring of the tears of the 
Godly; from hence arofe thoſe Sacramentary 
Wars, as they are pleaſed to name them ; and 
in that Name retain the mark of Romaniſm 666. 
O Zumglans! O Lutherans! my Brethren! hear 
theſe true words, Zmxinglins was fickle, and Ly- 
ther raſh in his Contention about the Supper 
the matter met deſerving ſuch Diſputes, much 
leſs thoſe bleody Wars , by which you now di- 
ſtinguiſh your SeCts from each other! You have 
made your Love-featt in imitation of the bloody 
Roman Feaſts; and know that as long as ye 
continue thus, ye have, are, and will be ſedu- 
ced by the Devil, the Fatier of Lies and Ha- 
rred, 

49. The words of Chriſt, This 1s my Body , 
This is my Blood, are to be underſtood concern- 
ing hisC celeftial Body and Blood, not concerning 
his Earthly Body and Blood, which hung upon the 
Croſs : urder his Earthly, Viſible, Body , his 
Inviſible, Heavenly, Body, hung upon the Wood 
of the Croſs; and under the appearance of his 
outward Blood, his Inviſible, Heavenly Blood 
was ſhed; neither do our Souls ſtand in need 
of the mortal Body or Blood , bur of the im= 
mortal and new Body, which ſprings from 
Chriſts immortal Body , that therein it may be- 
come partaker of Chriſt, and member of his 
true, every where preſent; eternal; and diyine 
Body. B z 41. The

43. See here , I pray ycQu, my Ceareſt Pre- 
thren, what hitherto ye have not ſeen; 1t is the 
Lercer. that Kills you, the Spirit of which alone 
doth quicken. The Devil doth extreamly envy 
Men the Budy and Blood of Chritt, becauſe 
Chriſt could not have lefr us a more precious 
Treaſure tian that of his Body and Blood ; 
which 1s the reaton why the Enemy ( whillt 
Zuin'lizm and Luther were contending, rogethcr) 
did fow ſuch rares in the matter of the Lords 
Supper, inſomuch 2s the miſchief done thereby 
Can never be ſufficienly cxprelicd, 44. O

better. And they blaſphem:d the God of Heaven 
when they ſaw the Progreſs the Reformation 
made in the Low Countreys, upon their revolt- 
ing from the King of Sp.un; bccanſe of the.r 
pains, taken in the Spaniſh Inquiſition , and Ty- 
ranical Government , and their ſores, of ſo ma- 
ny overthrows receved from the perſecuted 
French and Dutch. And they repented not , be- 
cauſe they did not attribute theſe ſignal inſtances 
of the Divine Vengeance unto God; of their 
Works, their Perſecutions, Maſſacres and Cruel- 
ties committed under pretence of defending the 
Chriſtian Faith, 

48. Sure enough the Church of the fifth Vial 
was arrived to Mans eſtate, which grew up 
under the preſſure of ſuch horrid Perſecutions , 
and was never purer than when it counted moſt 
Martyrs. , It was this Church held forth moſt 
lively 


the ſeveral Kingdoms belonging to it, whilſt he 
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* lively inſtances of Patience and Humility ;. and |

* Strength and Fortitude, though at the ſame / 


time to be blamed alſo before others, becauſe !

ly Error, ſo big with many groſs Errors, was

ran Church endeavours to avoid, ſhe was 
driven upon that moſt Antichriſtian. hatred a- 
gainſt Calvin and the Reformed Church, for his 
ſake, forgetting Chriſtian Charity and Brother- 
ly kindneſs, wherein this later Church far ex- 
celled her. 

49. The greateſt Error of all the Reformed 
Churches,hath, is, and will be,the vain perſwaſion, | 
whereby they think themſelves happy in the 
knowing and owning of this or that Article, 
and that all who do not knaw, oppoſe, or con- 
demn the ſame, are damned. 

go: Know O. Man ! lt is not Knowledge can 
make thee Bleſſed , nor Ignorance that can damn 
thee , but a Righteous, or Unrighteous Life ; 
the former of which conſiſts in loving of God 
and your Neighbour , the other in hating them. 
Whar if it pleaſed God to try thee, O Leth:ran - 
Church, with this Error , whether thou wouldft 
prefer- the Life and Love of Chriſt, before ſub- 
tle Diſputing about Opinions? How wilt thou 
bluſh at the laſt Judgment , when thou ſhalt ſee 
many condemned ; whom thou haſt bleſſed, and 
many bleſſed whom thou haſt condemned ?

Calviniſts do, when you expound this place, not 
underſtanding the infinite difference there is be- 
tween the one and the other.

523. For this Fore-knowledre and Pretermina- 
tion of the moſt high God, is rhe moſt juſt 
Pallance,wherein your common Error is werghe(d: 
for 
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for hence it appears, that God did fore-know 
us from Eternity, and from this fore-know- 
ledge did preterminate all of us ; but not pre- 
terminate us that he might fore-know us. It 
is certain that in God Fore-knowledge and Pre- 
termination are, beyond all Humane Com- 
prehenſion, together and at once , but not ſo 
in us, in whom Fore. knowledge and Preter- 
mination are two different things, as all Hu- 
mane A&ions are. G:d fore-knew the fall of 
Adam, and from this Fore-knowledge he did 
preterminate the whole Work of Redemprion ; 
bur God did not preterminate the Fall of Adam, 
that from this preterminarion he might fore- 
know the whole work of Redemption, which 
is contrary both to Sevipture and Nature.

138. You have out of envy laid great Debts 
to the account of many holy Men of God, who 
have been cxrraordinarily call'd amongft you ;

this, ye have contrary to your Prayers and Con- 
ſcience, condemned thoſe alive and dead, who 
are a thouſand times more happy than your 
ſelves.

I have laid before you the Means of a true Re- 
formation; under the Title of Fellow- brethren

deareſt Brethren, any Debts of yqur threatned 
Writing againſt me, iffo be you eſteem che ſame 
as not written; having only deſign'd it in your 
Ignorance, tothe end your nakedn<ſs may not 
be expos'd to the view of the World.

154. lo whom | pray can this be applicdin 
Luth:rs time + The Devil indeed in Leathers time 
exerted his firongeſit endeavours to overthrow 
the Kingdom of Chriſt, inthe Anababriſt King- 
dow at Munſter ; neither was it without a cauſe 
that he mingled theſe Tares amongſt the good 
Wheat of the Kingdom of Chriſt, that the An- 
gels of rhe External and Eternal, Literal and $pi- 
r:tz#4l Goſpel, might net Joyn their force toge- 
rnNcT. 

155. Where therew Wheat, there commonly alſo 
are T.ires ; where there are true Prophets, there 
alſo are falſe Prophets, which the whole tenor of 
the Scriprure declares: for it is moſt certain 
that in the ſame Age in which Writers give us 
an account of the rife of ſo many Diabolical Inſpi- 
rations , Revelations and Ecftaſies ; there were 
alſo Divine Inſpirations , Revelations, and true 
Ecftaiies. | 

56. And therefore they were not all Arch- 
Hereticks, who are ſo commonly accounted; 
but rather Promoters of the Eternal Goſpel un- - 
der their proper Angel, and Fore-runners of the 
Paradiſick Reign of Chriſt, all which ( being 
armed with Divine Afſiſtance) / ſpall pablickly ex- 
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amine in the fight of the World, the Devil in 


vain raging againſt it. «wt 

157. Neither ſhall thoſe execrable Hereſies, 
which are almoſt by a general conſent ad- 
ſcrib'd to David George, deter me from an un- 
daunted Defence ofi his Innocence ; ſince thoſe 
things which are brought in againſt him by Hor- 
n:#84 and others, though ſeemingly proved by 
bis own Writings, have no more truth in them, 
than had the Phariſees Teſtimony againſt Chriſt 
abonr hisre-building the Temple in three days. 

58, That place of the Revelation hath .moſt 
truly been fulfilled in the Reſtorers of the Evyer- 
laſting Goſpel ; where it is ſaid, And none could 
learn the ſong, ſave oncly the Hundred forty four 
thouſand who were bought from the Earth : and will 
yet daily be fulfilled more and more. 

I59. The Everlaſting Goſpel, is nothing elſe 
bur the Everlaſting knowledge of the whole Go- 
ſpel, which never was the ſame it is now, nor 
never will be the ſfameit hath been : and in this 
one line you have the whole foundation of the 
Everlaſting Goſpel, which none , under the out- 
ward Letter of the Seven Yials, hath,doth, or will 
be able to underſtand, without the reaching of the 
holyGhoſt, who is the DiCtator of the Everlaſting. 
Goſpel ; neitherwill it be fully known to all, «nt:4 
the Seven Plagues of the Seven Angels be finiſhed. 

160. Aspreat a difference as there is between 
the outward Letter of Scripture, and the Spirit of 
the Letter; ſo great is the difference between the 
Reformers of the outward, and the Reformers of 
the inward Papacy, as to their knowledge of 
Scripture. : 

16x, Neither are the failings of cach of them 
ro 


to be meaſured by any other rule ; and the fear- 
ful errors which have been publickly expoſed under 
the name of the Eternal Goſpel, by miſtaken inlight- 
ned men, ſhall be publickly examin'd by mein a 
Lerter, where (in the ſtrength of Jeſus Chriſt) all 
the Antichristian Tenets of the Quakers, and other - 
ſuch like, are totally overthrown. More might 
be ſaid, than hath been; and yet more may not 
be ſaid at preſent, than hath been. 

162. Learn to know your ſelves, O Lutherans 
and Reformed, by your fruits : And thou houſe of 
7uda in Holland, who art not the leaſt amongſt 
the Reformed Churches, learn to know thy ſelf, 
by thy miſtaken proceedings and aCtings againſt 
Rothe ; know thy (elf I ſay, and amend thy mi- 
ſtakes. | 

163, It wasthy duty to have examined Rothe 
according to the Scriptures, but nor ro impriſon 
him? All thy Preachers who deny Prophecy in 
this our age, and do endeavor to confute the 
Paradiſick Reign of Chriſt, and the fore-going 
Converſion of the Turks, Jews and Heathens, to 
that one Sheepfold of Chriſtendome, are blind 
Saxls, if their zeal be ſincere; bur devilliſh frogs 
if malicioully they perſiſt ro oppoſe the truth. 

164. Set Rothe, mine and your Brother, at li- 
berty, and after publick prayers, examine him 
with a burning zeal for truth, taking care above 
all things that he diſtinguiſh, what in his wrirings 
is his own, from what hath been diftared to him 
by God; adjuring him that he deliver the fame 
withour any addition or diminution whatſoever. 
In thoſe which are his own Writings, bear with 
his human frailties in Brotherly love; in his di- 
vine Writings you muſt admit of none:which di- 
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the Writings and Prophecies of Korrerws,Chriſting, 
Drabicius, Kregel, Herman, immediately received 
from God, with which they will be found ro a- 
gree in all main points, if they come from God , 
burton the contrary will be found ro diſagree, in 
Ccaſc they proceed from a lying $pirir. 

165. Having found their agreement, then be 
alſo obedient to God, and rejoyce in that thou 
art alſo called; liſtening not only to rhe voice of 
the Ancient, bur alſo of thy New Prophet. But in 
caſe thou findeſt them to difagree, then commir 
him to the Mercy of God,and the Prayers of the 
Church , not to priſon, that fo thy Chriſtian 
Charity may re-appear. This is the rrue way of 
knowing true Prophets, but the other is Anti- 
Chriſtian; this agrees with the Scripture, the 0- 
ther is'contrary to it. 

166. I ſhall canclude,with repeating my hearty 
wiſh, that you may be found in the Exerciſe of 
the firſt love, and that you may unanimouſly a- 
gree to flee from Babylon; and fo I commend 
you, O Paſtors, Sheep and Lambs of the Ca- 
tholick Reformed Church, to the Divine ProteCtt?- 
on, The Grace of our Lord jeſus Chriſt be with 
you all, Amen,

2. In the Eaff, becauſe the moſt High hath 
led me moſt woncerfully(according © what he 
had before ſhewed to Kotterss, and pointed 
out the way by the late. Commt) for the ſpace 
of Five Months, even unto Eaſtern Rome, for 
the riin of Weſter Rome, at the ſagne time 
when the Eaftern Turk and Northern Moſcovite 
were hercely engaged together ; and the Book 
which Chrifins faw fall from Heaven ( being 
all 'covered with Gold, and of a Triangular 
Form , between the Eaftern and Northern Con- 
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tenders, will ere long be viſible to the whole 
World , to the amazing of the Lions, who by 
reaſon of the herceneſs of their Conteſt do 
ngr yet ſee it. _ 

-3. In the North , becauſe the Almighty hath 
there diſcovered the fatal Decrees and Deſigns 
of Weſtern Rom? 5 againſt his People, for the 
faral Fruſtration of which he had ſent me
